If Mr. W. R. Coe’s M'holesak* pirn'liase of the Kledmere yearlings last year brings its appropriate re- 
ward iu our tM'o-.vear-old meiug of 1918, it is more than proliable that his stable returns will greatly 
exceed those of 1917. Ex<*ept iu tlie field of steepleeliasing he was aiiytliiiig but a Iw'ky owner last .vear. 
Eight of the twelve horses rai-ed by him were well-bred English thoroughbreds, but only two of them, 
the three -year -old Wonderful and tbe two-year-old Niitemeker, proved able to win a race. Naturall.v. 
there was* considerable disapiiointmeut involved iu tbe failure of these foreigners, but some of Nut- 
cracker’s racing m'us suflieientt)' meritorious to justify the hope that he ma.v prove u good three-year-old. 
His close third to Papp and Drastic in the I'nited Btates Hotel Stakes at Saratoga, with Sun Briar ami 
Escoba included iu the thirteen which finished behind him. was a feat to be kept iu ni4nd. In Town Hall 
Mr. Coe iiokscssihI the best three-year-old Jumiier in the country and liis stablemate, Aiold Bond, was not 
far behind him in promise. Town Hall led in money winning, and the filly. Bet. also a jiiiu|ier. was sec- 
ond to him in that agreeable feature of racing. Jacoba won a couple of rai^s. but did not race up to the 
high promise of her previous years. Yet she went amiss early iu the racing year, else she might have 
shown to better advantage.

K. D. Alexander Inspects His Derby Candidate and 
Sees Him Woric a Fast Mile. 



laiuisville. K.v.. April 10. — Kenneth D. Alexander, 
uM'iier of Km'oIki. se<*ond choice for the forthcoming 
Kentucky Derby, paid a visit to Douglas Park yes- 
terday morning for the exprtnw purfMiae of inspect- 
ing Escoba and several two-year-olds that John S. 
Ward is training for him at that track. He was 
ac<*omiMini«d by John U. Morris. well-kuoM'u horse- 
man snd ni*v«:» 5 er of Mr. Al«»X»mlCT’s breeding ia 
terests In Kentucky. It was at Mr. Morris* Bosque 
Bonita Farm, iu W<iodford County, where Escoba 
was bred and wliere the eraek colt was turned out 
after winning tlie Breeders* Futurity last Septem- 
ber. It M'as Mr. Morris who brought the c^t to 
laMiisville in the early imrt of last December and 
turned liim over to Mr. Ward to be trained for his 
Derby engagement. 

Mr. Morris regards tla' colt with almost as much 
favor as does Ills young owner, and naturally he was 
anxious to see him aud note how he was progressing 
in his training. Both he and Mr. Alexander Mrere 
M-ell pleased M'ith M’^bat they saw aud they both 
complimented trainer Want on the splendid results 
he has attained. 

With Ros<'oe Goose iu the saddle Escoba was 
given a work-out at one mile and the colt acquitted 
liiuiself most creditabl.v by rattling off the distance 
in 1:43%. The timers caught him in the folloM’ing 
fractious— 12%. 24%. 37%. 50. 1:88%, 1:18%. 

1:29%. Tills was good time considering the fact 
that a cold, raw Mind Mras blowing up the baek- 
streteli at tlie time. The colt M'ent at ii pretty even 
gait and finished trying to go ou. Traiuer W'ard 
had instructed Goose to make the mile around 1:43. 
Goose said afterward tliat tin* colt ran like a really 
great iiorse and could have turned tbe mile iu 1:39. 

COLT GOOD ENOUGH TO WIN DERBY. 

Both Messrs. Alexander aud Morris M'cre emi- 
nently pleased M'ith the colt’s splendid shoM'ing 
and lM»th expressed themselves as being satlsfiexl 

that the «-olt is g<»od enough to M'in tlie Derby. 

Ill talking about his plans for the future Mr. 

Alexander stated that lie expected to remain in 
Kentucky till May 15. or a few days after the 

running of the Derby. Mr. Alexander had just re- 
tnrmsl from a trip to Washington. M'liere he went 
to applv for enlistment in the naval aviation serv- 
ice. He Mas referred to the naval re<ruitiiig station 
in Louisville aud yesterday afternoon he visited the 
station and m’hs m-cepted after passing the retiuired 
exaiiiiiiatiou. 

Mr. Alexander is quite UMsh^st in dis<'ussiug his 
M'ork iu the Euroiieau war fields. His first senrii-e 
after leaving this country last spring was with the 
American fi«*ld servii-e. He served as an ambulance 
driver iu the vicinity of Tout, where the American 
troops are rei»rted to be stationed, aud M’as then 
transferred to Herbia, Mhere he saM' serriee in the 
vicinity of Mouastir. covering a iieriod of three 
mouths. He then joine<l the American Red Gross 
and Mas sent to the Italian front, iu the Piave re- 
gion. He MH'ureil his release February 15. and. 
after siieudiiig alioiit a mouth iu Paris, returned 
home by May of S 4 iiithainptou and LiveriXMil. He 
is anxious to* return to tlie ta’cne of strife, but he 
M'ants to lie one of tlie active fighting fon-es of the 
American armv. Iieii4*e bis de<*isiun to enlist iu the 
aviation braueii of the service. 



OLD ROSEBUD ON THE AILING LIST 



Frank Weir Leaves Great Bacer at Gravesend. 
Shipping Best of Stable to Maryland. 



Havre de Grace. Md., April 10. — Old Rosebud Mras 
tlie only member of the W'eir-Aimlegate string that 
was not shipped here from New York last week. 
Frank W’eir left tlie “miracle horse** at Gravesend 
because Old Rosebud lias been on the ailing list for 
a week or ten days. Weir is of the opinion that 
the popular racer will recover quickly and perhapa 
be- ready for some of Ms stake engageiaeuts here 
or at least at Pimlico. 

Jack Hare Jr. will be the princiiml standard 
hearer for the Weir- Applegate stable in the Mary- 
land stake features. This go<Ml colt has lengthened 
and thickened noticeably over winter aud tliere is 
no room for doubt that he will figure conspicuously 
in tbe three-year-old racing at Havre de Grace aud 
Pimlh-o and, later on, about New York. He is 
galloping soundly aud eating heartily after every 
move. Moreover, he is ready for tlie colors. 

Jack Hare Jr., which ranked fifth among the 
two-year-old money winners of 1917, Sun Briar, 
Papp, Escoba and Tippity Witchet only having 
proved bigger money winners, won the right to be 
c*alled the “Iron Horse*’ of his age. He startexl 
twenty-one times, which was once nftener than 
Tippity Witchet faced the barrier, and stood ship- 
ping all over the country. Weir lias no fear that 
he will not maintain his speed over a long distance 
of ground, uor is he apprehensive that he mtHI fail 
to manage M’eiglit. 

But Jack Hare Jr. is not Weir’s <iuly formidable 
three-year-old. Fort Bliss. M'liieh o4*eupies an ad- 
joining stall, is a isdt of promise. This felloM' is 
a M'ell-grown lia.v. M'liieh started tM'iee and m’ou 
lioth races at Juarez, and M'heii lie won his last race 
he ran three-eighths of a mile in better than 
33 seconds. Tin* Jockey Glub’s rule prohibiting tM’o- 
.vear-olds that rai*ed at a M'iuter track before April 
1, 1917. from starting again until they were three- 
year-olds disqiialifieil Fort Bliss for eastern racing 
and the son of Dick Welles laid up last summer. 
His rest did him no haruK He has covered three- 
quarters in better than 1:1.3 slu«*e he came to Havn* 
de CSraee and is a fairly sure starter in the Wlliiiiiig- 
tou. in M’hieh he is engaged M'ith Jack Hare Jr.

The re4*ollection of interesting experiences in 
riding and training horses away luii-k in the ante- 
bellum days, ns relateil by Bernnr*! Riley, an old- 
time trainer of race horses* makes gisid reading, but 
what K4*ems to la* of greater interest to the turf- 
men of the da.v is this old liorseiii all's ailvta-ai-.y 
of racing as a siiort. as a means for tlie iin prove - 
ni4*iit of the horses of this 4-oiintry aiul the promotion 
of hors4* breeiling as a valuable ami imiiortant in- 
dustry. 

Although liorn in Jersey Cit.v in the 'thirties, 
Bernard Rile.v went south wlien a mere lioy aiul lie- 
caiA«* sm-li and out-aiid-ont Southerner that on the 
breaking out of the war he quit the^ turf tem- 
porarily ami joiniMl a cavalry troop in New Orleans, 
which was assigneil to tlie cumraaml of Lieutenant- 
General Polk, under wliom lie serviul until that 
offic4*r was killinl ami sm-i-e^ml by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Stewart, ami under liim Mr. Riley served until 
the lust guu hail lH‘en fireil in behalf of the lost 
cause. 

His long servi4*e as a Confeilerate trooper ren- 
ilereil him espei-ially iiunlifiiHl to judge of the value 
of the thoroiiglibred for military purposes, ami he 
unhesitatingly d4*4-lares that it was largel.y due to 
the exc-ellent-e of its cavalry horses, which were 
for tlie most part either thoroughbr4*ds or half-breiis, 
that the ('onfederacy was able to astonish the civil- 
Ixed world by holding out against overwhelming odils 
as long as it did. 

“We put up a great fight against tremendous 
04lds in men and resonr4*es,” he said, “and it was 
mainly due to the fact that we had rai?e horses and 
well-br4»d saddle horses under trooiiers who weri? ac- 
ciistomeil to rilling that we were able to ilo si>. Of 
course, unflim-hiug bravery, patriotism and chivalry 
in the best sense 4 ^onnted for much in our successes, 
but it must Nf* remembered that the Federals had 
all the qiialitii^s in array .against us, and we held 
out when our resouri-es would otherwise have been 
exhausted because we could capture 70 per cent 
of our sustenance from the wagon trains of the 
Federals. which were constantly being siinirisioi ami 
plundenal by our cavalry, regular and irregular. 

CAVALRYMEN ON THOROUGHBREDS. 

*‘.\t the time the war broke out racing was the 
great amusement throughout the south and a great 
proportion of our cavalrymen were mounted on thor- 
oughbreds of the old sort — horses which for many 
generations had been bred and^ traineil to run three 
ami four mile heats when ri<Iing was the most popu- 
lar means of rei-reation and liK-omotion among the 
soutlierners. 

“Federal officers, who had been accustomed to 
green troopers mountisl on clumsy, heavy footed 
farm horses, totally unfit for saddle or even light 
liariiess purposes, coulil not believe iiossible the night 
journe.vs which onr raiders woiiiil make, anil even 
wlien they were keeping the closest watch upon the 
mov4*ments of our i*avalry troopers, it was easy for 
us to surprise tlieir wagon trains anil secure sup- 
plies wiiii-h w’ere invaluable to us, w’hile the loss of 
them was crippling our enemies. 

“That was, in my opinion, the real reason wh.v 
our armies in the fiehl were able to hold out so 
long against overpowering oilds as far as men and 
money were concerned. 

“This w*as iindonbtedly the great lesson tanght 
to tlie civilized world by that terrible war, and yet. 
strangely enough, our own country, which, as the 
greatest sufferer, should have been first to profit 
by it, is still about the only great power to ignore 
it. It is a crime to mount a gooil soldier on a 
bad liorse and yet it is what is being done in this 
country toilay. England, Germany, France. Russia 
and indeeil. all the great powers have recognized 
the inestimable value of cavalry, especially for 
si-octiiig, raiding and foraging and have made 
the most strenuous efforts to systematicall.v proiliice 
the highest tyiie of i*avalry and artillery horses 
by br(*ediiig animals having a strong infusion of the 
warm blood of the race horse. 

“They have bought stallions from English race 
eonrs**s at enormous figures to be placed on govern- 
ment hriH*iling farms, and they are doing everything 
in their power to encourage fanners to breed their 
man's to thoroughbred sires for the production of 
the best types of army horses and officers* chargers; 
and even Canada and Australia are actively engaged 
along these lines. On the other hand, in this 
country, we are doing much to ruin horse breeding, 
especially the breeding of thoroughbreds, through 
anti -racing legislation. 

“This at one time threatened to utterly ruin the 
thoroughbred breeding industry in every part of this 
country, but fortunately Mr,, Belmont, Mr. Whitney. 
Mr. Itj'rfn, Mr. Billings aiid other wealthy horsemen 
t-ami* to tlie rescue, and the result is that the 
sport has been greatly rehabilitated, and that on 
the liberal and sportsmanlike lines whieh were 
I'haracteris’tic of aute-beilum racing. 

RESTORATION OF SPORT APPEARS CERTAIN. 

“Tliere is now an excellent prospect of a com- 
plete revival of the sport upon a foundation which 
cannot fail to appeal to tlie good taste and com- 
mon sense of the best men in this country, even 
though the.v may not have any especial liking for 
the sport, but for the sake of what horse racing, 
and resultant horse breeding, may do in the way of 
improving the equine proiluct of the entire coun- 
tr.v.** 

Referring to his own career as a turfman. Mr. 
Riley said that as early as the winter of 1852-53 
he rode in races at New Orleans, although when he 
first left home in Jersey City for the south he 
lauded in Mobile, w’hich was then a raeing point 
of eoiisiderable importance. 

“I rode several races in New Orleans that win- 
ter.” he said, “but few of my mounts were on 
horses which were at all prominent. The last horse 
I rode was a white stallfon called White Eagle. He 
was by Gray Eagle — Hannah Harris. He belonged 
to *a gentleman named Drake, who liveil in Michigan 
?ind M'ho sent him south to race in New Orleans. 
White Eagle was fairly successful and made a good 
showing at three and four-mile heats. Indeed, the 
gentlemen sportsmen of those days would not keep 
a race horse which .could not run three or four 
miles, and about all the races were at heats, dashes 
seldom being thought of. If a horse could not win 
.at more than a mile or two miles, he was suspecteil 
of being short-bred and was sold to a fanner or 
owner who raced at county fairs and small meet- 
ings. such as we call ‘bush meetings* nowadays.** 

When asked if he thought Lexington could have 
held his own with the rai*e horses of today, Mr. 
Rile.v answered unhestitatingly in the affirmative. 

“You see, he aaid, “our conditions were differ- 
ent from those of today. Oyrners w’ould not think 
of running their horses ovet ‘such tracks as we 
have now. The running tracks of those days were 
so deep aud soft that a horse would sink almost 
hoof-deep in them, and a trotter couldn’t show a 
road gait on one of them. A trkiner of those days 
would no more think of working a race horse over 
a ‘trotting track"* than one of our trainers of to- 
day would consider working his horses over an 
asplialt pavement. One who has not seen old time 
racing could not believe how slow the tracks were 
in I>*xingtoii*s raeing days. ^ , 

“Tlien, too, thoroughbn*d horses were bred and 
trained to run four-mile heats and no trainer ever 
trieil to develop great bursts of speed. We were 
accustomed to leave extreme speeil to thi* quarter 
liorses, for they could beat the thoroughbreds at 
that game. 

“lii'xingtoii was meeting and beating the best 
horsi‘8 of his day and generation; that is what the 
kings and queens of the turf have been doing ever 
sinco; that’s what they are doing now and that’s 
what they will be doing to the end of time. It 
always has been, and always will be, pre-eminenc^ 
tliat counts. Ix'xington was pre-eminent in his 
turf career aud a large percentage of his sons 
and daughters were similarly successful, and today 
tlie blood of Lexington remains a potent factor to 
siii*ce.ss on tlie turf. 

AT HIGH-WATER MARK BEFORE WAR. 

“In the old days before the war, racing was at 
high-water mark in the south. The Jockey clubs of 
tlios;* days were organized and maintained purely 
for s|K»rt, and the gentlemen composinff them did 
not care wliether the public attended the races or 
not; but no one could get into the members’ en- 
••losure except .through introduction by a member. 
No non -member could rai*e a horse over the track 
of a jiM*ke.v club unless a member would vouch for 
lilin and enter the horse in his, the iiiemher’s own 
nahir*. though the name of the owner would also 
up|M*ar as ‘owner’ with the entry, on the rai*e pro- 
gram. , 

“Tlie old Metairie Jockey Club of New Orleans, 
and the VVashiiigton JiH*ke.v Club of Charleston, S. 
C.. were iietliaps the most powerful and aristocratic 
racing orgauizatiuus of those days. The last men- 
tioned club liad a stand opposite the quarter iiost 
for the general puhlii*, where spei-tators were ad- 
mitted at a dollar a liead, but no one could pay his 
waj’ into the club stand and enclosure which were 
o|»eii onl.v to iiieinliers, their families and iiiviti*d 
guests. 

“’riiere were throe regular racing circuits in the 
soutli ill tliosi* old da.vs. One started *sit Urah Orch- 
ard. Ky,, where they would iK’giii a six day iiiii't- 
iiig. racing Tfiesday, Wednesday, Thiirsda.v. Frida.v, 
Saturda.v and the ftdluwiiig Moiida.v. This would 
Ik* followed by similar six da.v meetings at Lexington 
and Ijouisvilic, Xaslivillc, Teiiii., Atlanta. Mai*oii. 
.Savannah and .Vngnstu. «;a., ami Columbia, Charles- 
ton :iml Pineville, S.

“Still another of these circuits would include 
Memphis. Tenn., Natchez. Miss.. New Orleans. I.a., 
and Mobile and Montgomery. Ala., bnt most of the 
horses raeing in the south would finally drift down 
to New Orleans late in autumn and there would be 
considerable racing down there until the following 
spring. 

“There was heavy betting in those days, hut while 
it was assumed that every gentleman engaged in 
the sport was able to meet his obligations (and he 
did) none of them were purse-proud and nol»oil.T 
wanted to advertise himself as a plunger, so tiuit 
when gentlemen bet heavily in the club house cn- 
closii^ the outside world never was ailviseil of it. 

“When Mr. Ten Bmeek was in England I hail it 
on unquestionable authority that he won not l»‘ss 
than $300,0iM) on the victory of Prioress in the <*e- 
siirewitch. but the fact never was heraldeii abroad, 
for in those days such publicity would have been re- 
ganleil us hud form. Taking Into account that the 
purihasiiig power of a dollar was then much greater 
than it is now, th.-.t was a rather nice sum to win, 
even on a big stake raci*.” 

Referring to his <*onnection with the turf after the 
war. Mr. Riley said: 

“Although I maile rather gooil progress after 
going to New Orleans, having a stable of my own in 
18.54-5 after having landed tliere only ateiit two 
years earlier, my more important engagements 
were as a trainer, first for Mr.-Lorillard and after- 
ward for Mr. Withers. I was in Mr. I^orillard’s 
employ for only about two years, and that was In>- 
fore he achleviHl his greatest suia*esses ou tlie turf, 
lieginning with old Parole. 

“While 1 was training for him, he raced James 
a brother to Parole and a goml horse, tlioiigh 
not at all tlie equal to the slender brown gelding 
that came into my hands as a yearling. Piern* 
Dirillanl was buying most of his yearlings from 
Mr. Welch, of Chestnut Hill, in tlmse days. Tin* 
same autumn that he bought Parole I quit his 
employ and went with Mr. Withers, who had just 
founded his Brookilale breeding farm. 

“Mr. Withers had only six or eight mares when 
1 took charge, but he afterward made a splendid 
establishment of it. His imiiortatious of such val- 
uable horses as King Ernest. Maccaroon and Stone- 
henge dill much for the horse breeding interest of 
this country, but it was as manager and controlling 
owner of Monmouth Parks, old and new. that he 
was most promiuently and favorably known as a 
turfman of the old siliool and the best type. He 
always kept In mind tluit racing must be reganied 
as a sport, and not as a means of making money, 
and with this in view a regulation was introdui*ed 
into the Monmnnth Park organization by which all 
profits ill exi*ess of six per-cent, for the stoi'k- 
liolilers must be put back into tlie sport, either 
through the iiicreasi* of piirsi*s and added moneys 
for the following years or in the form of perman- 
ent track iinpruvemeuts. 

“This was in lim* with the custom of aiite-helliim 
turfmen, and also in line with tlie action of the 
geulieiiieii who. at no small financial risk, iipilifr- 
t«K»k. ill 19i:i, lo restore racing in New York and 
Saratoga.
